THURSDAY, FEBRUARY 2, 1928.

The Speaker officially informed the Assembly of the death of 
Mr. Charles S. Pingle, Honourable Member for the Electoral 
Division of Medicine Hat, thereby causing a vacancy in this 
Electoral Division. 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor entered the House, and 
having taken his seat on the Throne, was pleased to open the , 
Session by the following gracious speech: 
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SPEECH FROM THE THRONE 


MR. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY : 


It gives me pleasure to welcome you to the opening of the 
Second Session of the Sixth Legislative Assembly of Alberta, and 
to congratulate you upon the favourable conditions under which 
you meet, following a year of unprecedented crop yields, and of 
notable progress in the development of the various resources of 
the Province. 


Outstanding among the events of the year have been the visits 
of Their Royal Highnesses the Prince of Wales and Prince 
George; the Right Honourable Stanley Baldwin, Prime Minister 
of Great Britain; and the Right Honourable L. C. M. S. Amery, 
Secretary of State for the Overseas Dominions. The warmth of 
their reception evidences the loyalty of our people to the Crown, 
and their firm desire to strengthen the ties of common ideals and 
interest which hold together the constituent parts of the Empire. 


A warm and hearty welcome was also accorded to His 
Excellency Lord Willingdon, Governor General of Canada, and 
to Lady Willingdon, on the occasion of the first official visit of 
His Excellency to this Province. 


It is fitting at this time to recall the great loss the Empire has 
Sustained in the death of Field Marshal Earl Haig, whose brilliant | 
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services as Commander-in-Chief of the British Armies in France 
and Belgium during the Great War, and subsequent untiring 
activity on behalf of the men he led, have justly won for him a 
lasting place in the esteem and affection of all English-speaking 
peoples. 


It is with deep regret that I also recall the loss the Assembly 
has recently suffered in the death of Mr. C. S. Pingle, Member for 
the constituency of Medicine Hat, and formerly Speaker of this 
Assembly. He was an able and devoted servant of the public, and 
his loss will be keenly felt by the Members of the House and by 
the people of the Province. 


In joining with the other Provinces of Canada in the cele- 
bration held during the past summer, in commemoration of the 
Sixtieth Anniversary of Confederation, our people gave general 
expression to a spirit of national unity which promises well for 
the solidarity of Canada in the coming years. 


My Government was represented at the Dominion-Provincial 


- Conference convened in Ottawa, in November last, upon the 


invitation of the Dominion Government. The Conference pro- 
vided an opportunity for a full and free exchange of views on 
problems of common interest to the participating Governments, 
as well as on problems of peculiar concern to individual Provinces. 


Besides advocating the necessity for a National Coal Policy, 
my Ministers took occasion to urge upon the Dominion Govern- 
ment the inadequacy of the financial contributions now made by 
the Dominion to the Provinces, having regard to the rapidly in- 
creasing responsibilities of Provincial Governments. 


Although unusual climatic conditions have delayed the com- 
pletion of the threshing in some parts of the Province and have 
to some extent affected the quality of grain, nevertheless the year 
that has closed has been a notable one in crop production; both 
production and total value exceeding by a wide margin that of 
any previous year. 


The outstanding winnings in livestock and grain by Alberta 
Exhibitors at the Toronto Royal and Chicago International Shows 
establish beyond question the high quality of our various agricul- 
tural products in competition with exhibits representing all other 
parts of the continent. 


It is also gratifying to note that the production of coal ex- 
ceeds that of any previous year, while increased activity in the 
development of our oil and tar sand resources gives promise of 
rapid industrial expansion. 


My Government proposes at an early date to invite representa- 
tives of industry to a conference to consider what means may be 
taken to encourage industrial development within the Province. 


The improved economic conditions prevailing throughout the 
Province have been reflected in all aspects of our Provincial life 
and especially in the demands now made upon our educational 
institutions and agricultural schools. You will be asked to make 
provision to meet these increasing demands. 
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The interim report of the Department of Railways to the end 
of the calendar year will show a marked improvement in the re- 
sults of the operation of the Provincial Railways. Measures will 
be submitted to you for your consideration providing for neces- 
sary extensions to the Edmonton, Dunvegan and British Columbia 
Railway and Central Canada Railway. 


Certain offers have been received by my Government for the 
purchase of the various Provincial Railways, and they will be 
placed before you for your consideration. An offer by the Cana- 
dian Pacific Railway Company to purchase the Lacombe and 
North-western Railway has been accepted by my Government 
and will be submitted for your approval. 


Continued and increasing attention is being given towards 
securing to the fullest measure the general health of the Province. 
The system of travelling clinics, provided last year, will be ex- 
tended to meet the demands made upon it. The hospital for the 
treatment of those suffering from the after-effects of infantile 
paralysis has been completed and equipped, and its operation will 
not only prove a blessing to the sufferers, but the research work 
done will reveal more knowledge of the cause and nature of this 
disease. 


For the second year in succession the season was not favour- 
able for the construction or maintenance of roads; nevertheless 
the improvement of our highways was energetically carried on 
toward the completion of the program provided for under “The 
Canada Highways Act.” In order to meet the needs of a greatly 
increased traffic, you will be asked to make provision for an en- 
larged programme of construction and maintenance of roads dur- 
ing the coming year. 


The Special Committee appointed at the last Session of the 
Legislature, to enquire into the subject of Workmen’s Compen- 
sation and the Acts relating thereto, has completed its work. The 
report of the Committee will indicate the magnitude of the task 
and the conscientious manner in which it was carried out. You 


will be asked to consider legislation based upon the findings of 
the Committee. 


The Advisory Committee appointed in 1926 to examine into 
the problems of Revenue and Taxation has completed its duties, 
and has made an exhaustive and comprehensive report. The 
material thereby made available should prove exceedingly valu- 


able in dealing with questions relating to Provincial and Muni- 
cipal finances. 


ck, My Government was represented at the general investigation 
into freight rates made by the Board of Railway Commissioners 
for Canada during the past year. Counsel for the Province urged 


upon the Board the elimination of the then existing discriminatory 


application of freight rates on grain and flour, both eastward 
and westward. It is gratifying to know that the efforts of the 


Province have proven successful, and the finding of the Board 
and subsequent Order has resulted in a great saving to our pro- 


ducers of grain during the past season. F 


Following the Dominion-Provincial Conference, my Govern-_ 
ment again discussed with the Dominion Government eo return | ; 


ak 
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to the Province of its Natural Resources. My Ministers will con- 
tinue these negotiations, and are hopeful that a satisfactory con- 
clusion may be reached. 


You will be asked to consider an Act to Supplement the 
Dominion Farm Loans Act in order to bring that Act into 
operation-in the Province. 


Among other important legislation with which you will be 
asked to deal, are measures providing for Town and Rural Plan- 
ning and for further Survey and Research work to ascertain more 
fully the agricultural, timber, and mineral resources of our 
Province. 


The report of the Committee appointed last Session, by Mr. 
Speaker, to revise the Rules of the House, will be presented to 
you for consideration. 


During the last Session of the Legislature the end of the fiscal 
year was changed from the 31st of December to the 31st of 
March. As a result, the Public Accounts will not, this Session, 
be available to the House in the usual form. Interim reports of 
the various Departments of the Government, and Interim Ac- 
counts to the end of the year, will be placed before you. Estimates 
of expenditures for the year ending the 31st March, 1929, will 
be submitted for your consideration. 


I leave you now to the business of the Session with full con- 
fidence that you will discharge faithfully your duties and respon- 
sibilities in the best interests of the general welfare and pro- 
gress of the Province. 


And I pray that Divine Providence will guide and bless your 
work.

John Suran, Lethbridge— 
; A complaint was made as to non-payment of wages by John 
Suran in the months of April, May and June, 1925. Suran was 
given an opportunity to pay wages but delayed. Consequently 
information was laid against him and the case came up for trial 


on January 4, 1926. He was fined $1.00 and $4.45 costs. These 
wages I understand have since been paid. f 


Reco Hard Coal Co., Lovett-— 


A complaint was lodged in connection with the above company 
for non-payment of wages. Application was made for receiver- 


ship and the order was granted on February 8, 1926. However, 
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nothing further was done in the matter and it was found that 
this company had no assets and the three directors of the com- 
pany were in the same position. There was no prosecution in 
this case. 


A. Dino & Co., Lovett— 

A complaint was lodged against this company that in Janu- 
ary wages had not been paid. This property was leased from the 
Canadian Credit Men’s Trust Association and an application was 
made for receiver order which was granted on February 18. 
There was no prosecution in this case. 


Alta. Canadian Colis., Ltd., Lovett— 

A complaint was lodged re non-payment of wages in October 
by the Alta. Canadian Colls., Ltd. Action was taken against them 
and the case was tried at Coalspur on November 23, 1926, and 
they were fined $50.00 and $6.50 costs. 


Banner Coal Co., Ltd., Round Hill— 

We received questionnaire with reference to wages in Janu- 
ary, 1926, the answer to which was that wages had not been paid. 
Action was taken against this company and they were fined 
$25.00 and $1.75 costs on January 9, 1926. An arrangement was 
made whereby the operation of the mine was taken over by the 
men for the collection of their wages. 


Central Coal Co., of Lethbridge, Ltd., Lethbridge— 

In June, 1926, a complaint was made that wages had not been 
paid by the above company. After investigation it was found 
that no good purpose would be served by taking action as the 
arrears of wages were due to members of the company. 


Palisade Coal Co., Three Hills— 

In March a complaint was lodged by the employees of the 
Palisade Coal Co., that wages had not been paid for the month 
of December, 1925. This matter was taken up and it was found 
that action had been taken against this company for the collec- 
tion of mine owners’ tax and a seizure order had been issued to 
the sheriff at Calgary. The company apparently went into liqui- 
dation in March and the control of the property was taken over 
by the Trusts & Guarantee Co. There was no prosecution in this 
case. 


Rosemount Coal Co., Rosedale— 

A complaint was lodged in March, 1926, that wages had not 
been paid by the Rosemount Coal Co., near Rosedale. After the 
complaint was lodged the employees held a meeting about March 
17, at which they decided to forego any claim for wages, the men 
working being members of the company. However, a further 
complaint was lodged in July. As a result an application was 
made for a receiver order, which was granted on December 27, 
1926. The mine was then abandoned. No action was taken in 
the matter, 


J. I. Carmichael, Taber— 


In February, 1926, a complaint was lodged as to non-payment 
of wages by J. I. Carmichael of Taber. As there had been similar 
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trouble at this mine previously, action was taken against Car- 
michael for non-payment of wages and he was fined $25.00 and 
$2.00 costs on February 8, 1926. Originating notice for a re- 
ceiver order returnable March 22nd was made but in the mean- 
time Mr. Carmichael had left the Province and as he had no 
assets, he only having leased the property, no further action was 
taken. 

Francis DuRocher, High River— 

Complaint was lodged as to non-payment of wages and action 
was taken against Mr. DuRocher and he was fined $1.00 and 
$13.00 costs. The mine was taken over by the employees for the 
collection of their wages. 


Confederation Coal Co., Ltd.— 
(See 1927.) 


Alberta Canadian Colls., Ltd., Lovett— 


A complaint was lodged on January 31, 1927, and the same 
day it was referred to Miss McCallum of the Attorney General’s 
Department, with the request that steps be taken for the appoint- 
ment of a receivership. Negotiations were carried on in this 
connection by the Attorney General’s Dept., with the legal advis- 
ers of the company. Finally it was agreed that in place of a re- 
ceivership the company would go into liquidation. The order 
adjudging it bankrupt was made by Mr. Justice Tweedie on 
June 10, 1927. The property is now under option of sale to an- 
other company, which will provide for the payment of all out- 
standing wages in full. This sale will be consummated about 
July this year. The amount of wages outstanding is about 
$11,100.00. This includes wages of officials, but does not include 
the claim of Mr. J. R. Macdonald, for which he obtained judg- 
ment. There was no prosecution in this case. 


Fish Creek Coal Co., Priddis 


A complaint was lodged against the Fish Creek Coal Com- 
pany operating a mine near Priddis for non-payment of wages 
in April, 1927. We have been unable to get any satisfactory ar- 
rangement in connection with this matter as it is apparently a 
dispute between Mr. L. J. St. Clair, who is operating the mine 
under the name of the Fish Creek Coal Co., and the men work- 
ing at the mine. The mine has now been taken over by the orig- 
inal owners of the property, and I have been informed by the 
Attorney General’s Department that as a consequence they have 
discontinued the application for a receivership. There was no 
prosecution in this case as there was considerable disputing, 
which it was endeavored to have adjusted. 


Confederation Coal Co., Ltd.— 


A complaint as to non-payment of wages at the mine operated 
by the Northern Alta. Coal Mines, Ltd., who formerly operated 
the mine now operated by the Confederation Coal Co., Ltd., was 
received in January and February, 1927. This company was fined 
for non-payment of wages on December 30, 1926, $100.00 and 
costs. I have been informed by Mr. A. §. Matheson that these 





wages have since been paid. There was further delay in the pay-_

ment of wages by this company in November, 1927, but this mat- 
ter was settled before November 24th. There was no action taken 
in this case. 


J. K. Hamilton (Cascade Coal Co.)— 


In November, 1927, we received Form B, stating that wages 
had not been paid at the mine operated by the Cascade Coal Co. 
(J. K. Hamilton and partners). As there had been trouble at 
this mine on previous occasions the operator was prosecuted 
and costs of court amounting to $4.25 was imposed. There was 
no is in this case. This matter has since been satisfactorily 
settled. 


Tonge (COOL Os 


We received a complaint from a Mr. Rebolkin stating that 
wages had not been paid him by the Tonge Coal Co. This matter 
was investigated and it was found that there was a dispute as 
to whether the Tonge Coal Co. owed money to Rebolkin as the 
money had been earned by Rebolkin while he was working for 
a person, by the name of Brooks who had leased the Tonge Mine. 
However, this matter was satisfactorily adjusted by the Tonge 
Coal Co. paying the wages. There was no prosecuticn in this 
case. 


Hi. LeBlane (Bay Coal Co) 


About February 22nd we received Form B, being the ques- 
tionnaire in connection with wages, the answer to which was that 
wages had not been paid for the period ending January Sis LOZ: 
Instructions were issued to the district inspector to institute pro- 
ceedings, which was done and the company was fined $1.00 and 
$1.00 costs. In this connection I might state that in 1925 we had 
some difficulty which necessitated the appointing of a receiver, 
ee it was in order to avoid a repetition of this that action was 
taken. 


Leland Coal Co., Litd.— 


At the beginning of the year the Leland Coal Co., near Taber, 
was in default re payment of wages. This matter was taken up 
with the company and with the receiver for the bondholders and 
after considerable correspondence a receiver order was applied 
for and granted, but before the deputy sheriff took charge as 
receiver the company had completed the payment of all outstand- 
ing wages. 


Ontalta Colls., Ltd.— 


In March, 1927, the Ontalta Colls. paid some wages by cheque 
which were returned N.S.F., also other wages were not paid. As 
a consequence the district inspector instituted proceedings for 
a contravention of The Mines Act on March 31, 1927. This was 
carried on through various adjournments but finally came to 
trial on May 7th. The company was fined $100.00 and $4.25 costs. 
The question of the appointing of a receiver was investigated 
and it was found there were no assets which were not covered by 
mortgages, therefore, it was not considered wise to do anything 
further in the matter of a receiver.

To this Bill the Royal Assent was announced by the Clerk of 
the Legislative Assembly in the following words: 


“His Honour the Lieutenant Governor doth thank His 
Majesty’s dutiful and loyal subjects, accepts their benevolence, 
and assents to this Bill in His Majesty’s name.” 


His Honour the Lieutenant Governor was then pleased to 
deliver the following speech: 


“MR. SPEAKER AND MEMBERS OF THE 
LEGISLATIVE ASSEMBLY OF ALBERTA: 


“Having completed the labours for which you were brought 
together I am privileged at this time to relieve you from the 
necessity of further attendance at this Session of the Legislative 
Assembly. 


“Many matters of the highest importance have received your 
most careful consideration and it is confidently expected that the 
result of your deliberations will prove of great benefit to our 
people. 

“T wish to thank you for the generous provision you have 
made for the maintenance of the various public services and to 
assure you that these appropriations will be administered with 
due regard to that economy which is consistent with the welfare 
of the people. 

“Tt is now my duty to declare the Second Session of the Sixth 
Legislature closed, and in doing so it is my earnest wish that 
Divine Providence may continue to bestow its blessing upon this 
Province and upon each of you in your respective homes.” 


The Provincial Secretary then said: 


“Tt is His Honour the Lieutenant Governor’s will and pleasure 
that this Legislative Assembly be now prorogued and this Legis- 
lative Assembly is accordingly prorogued.”
